A terrible accident occurred at tbe 


ronua house shortly after twelve o'clock 
on Wednesday, tbe 13th iost., by which 
James Jones, an employe of the Boston 
& Maine road, received what will no 
doubt prove fatal injuries. 


Mr. Jones, who has been employed at 


tbe round house for the past twenty - 
tlve years as watch man and general 
man, was riding out of the house en 
the step of a shifter when he was 
caught between the side of the build- 
ing and the engine. The lower part of 
his body was horribly mangled by the 
handle on the tender catching him in 
the abdomen. When picked up he was 
conscious, but suffering terribly from 
his injuries. Tenderly be was conveyed 
to his home, No. 7 Brewster street, and 
medical aid summoned at once. 


Doctors Jnnkina and Mullen respond- 


ed and did wnttt they could ut the time 
to relieve the injured man's sufferings 
He grew rapidly worse and it was de- 
cided to remove him to the Cottage 
hospital, where early in the evening an 
operation was performed by Dr. Jun- 
kins, assisted by Dr. Mullen. 


Jones is about fifty-two years of age 


and bag been employed by the Boston 


«fe Maine railroad for the past twenty- 
eight years. He was one of the fir el 
men to go to work in tbe round house 
in this city and in all his years of labor 
Lias been most faithful in the perform- 
ance of his duties. 


He has a wife and seven small chil- 


dren, all of whom reside at the old 
homestead at the foot of Brewster 
street. Six of the children attend the 
farochial school. The stricken family 
hdve the sympathy of the entire com- 
munity in their great trouble.

Wednesday morning, the 13tb inst., by 
which it is feared that he will lose tbe 
sight of one of his eyes. Mr. Stevens 
m engaged with Mr. George L. F. Hur- 
riman in getting out tbe stono work for 
Mr. Thomas A. Ward's new house on 
Middle street, and while at work sharp- 
ening drills at their work shop near the 
freight depot, was strnck in the eye by 
a flying piece of steel, which 
cut 


through the cornea into the ball of the 
eye, inflicting a painful and dangerous 
vround. Mr. Stevens was conveyed to 
his home and Dr. Junkins summoned, 
who pronounced the injury to the eye 
serious and perhaps permanent, though 
it is hoped that the sight of the eye is 
not lost and that good care and a dark- 
ened room may bring him around all 
right to a few weeks.

Is hereby authorized and directed to in- 
tervene at once to stop the \\ar in Cuba, 
to the end and with the purpose of secur- 
ing permanent peace and order there, 
and establishing by the free action of 
the people thfre of a stable and indepen- 
dent government of their own in the 
inland of Cuba; and the president is 
hereby authorized and empowered to 
use the land and naval forces of the 
United States to execute the purpose of 
this resolution." If the senate concurs 
In the action of the house in passing this 
resolution, which is more acceptable to 
the conservatives than the declaration 
submitted for their consideiation, and 
if the executive should pioceed to obey 
the mandate, it means uar Indubitably. 


Dispatches from Madrid, none of them 


official, represent the Spanish go\ern- 
rnent as considering that, apai t from Its 
uolemn aftlimatlon of Spain's right as a 
nation, the ministers are not called upon 
to make any declaration so lonK as the 
resolutions of congress or the initiative 
of Pr«sldent McKlnley do not lead to con- 
crete acts. An official note says: "A 
firm consciousness of Its rights, united 
with the resolution to maintain them, 
will Inipire the nation as they inspired 
the government with the serenity neces- 
sary in these dlfllcult moments to direct 
successfully and defend 
energetically 


th» aacred Interestw \\ Jilch are the pati i- 
mony of the Spanish race." 


Besides issuing this note the council 


took extraordinary mea»ures in piep- 
aratlon for war. It also prepared a royal 
decree ordering a national war sub- 
scription, and appointed a commlUe-e to 
present an address to the throne. The 
Spanish war office Is actively ongitged 
In fortifying and manning the Mediter- 
ranean islands of Spain and Increasing 
the artillery of Porto Rico, and in plac- 
Ing other portions of the kingdom [n a 
state of defense. 


To make the resolution effective, con- 


crete action will be necessary, and that 
Is the provocation that will bring about 
the plunge—unless the Improbable hap- 
pens. Neither Prime Minister Sasasta 
nor the queen regent of Spam herselfany 
longer haa the power to concede the de- 
mands of the American government or 
even to execute the concessions already 
granted. A crisis has arisen which not 
only makes the downfall of the Sagasta 
ministry almost certain, but gravely im- 
perils the dynasty itself, and the exis- 
tence of the monarchy In a word, the 
Spanish government Is almost on the 
point of collapse. The situation has 
been growing rapidly wors.e for a month 
past. Not only Is the patience of the 
people exhausted, but the Sagasta min- 
istry Is hopelessly disrupted. Both these 
[facts explain the policy of tardy and 
therefore futile concessions under the 
pressure of diplomatic and papal In- 
fluences.
